a) Claims 14-22 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed entirely to 
non-elected species. 

b) With respect to the elected species of claims 1-13, the following further 
election of species is required. 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

i) Methods of synthesizing an alkyl metal compound. 

ii) Methods of synthesizing a metal carbonyl compound. 

The present claims are directed to a process that includes two steps, i.e. adding 
carboxylic acid and exposing to UV light, in order to carry out either of species (i) or (ii) 
as set forth supra. Performing these two steps in order to achieve either of species (i) 
or (ii) would not disclose or render obvious the other species. Therefore, species (i) and 
(ii) denote independent and distinct inventions. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-13 are generic.
